Ia all the great Continental 
towns there are chairs established for Veterinary Pro- 
fessors, and a great improvement hss taken place in 
the character of the stock, from the instruction they 
give.

like the manner in which soldiers “file arms.” 
One or two gentlemen in the neighbourhood had 
their turf saved by having paid great attention 
io them throughout the season, aad these gentlemen 
were losing theirs by their neighbours stealing th em 
away. Í was informed that there would be a 

want of fuel telt in such districts than of anything else 
this year. There seems to have taken place an entire 
change in the season in Ireland, trom whatever cause. 
Che spring of this year was late, and now the harvest 
appears about to visit us.

Fatat Fiont near Tavisrocn.—We have received 
information of an occurrence which has taken place at 
a village called Latchiey, about seven miles irom Tavis- 
wek, and which, we regret to say, has terminated 
tatally to one of the parties concerned. It appears that 
ior some time past there has been a misundesrtanding 
between two men, both miners, called John Bodenner 
and Richard Piper, which was occasiooed by a dispute 
which took place at Michaelmas fair, in Tavistock, 
relative to some girls. Lil-feeling has existed to a 
considerable e ent since that time, and whenever they 
met high words have been used, and angry altercations 
nave ensued, At Latchiey, on Saturday evening last, 
bere was a large aesembiage of miners and labourers 
trom the neighbouring village of Gunnislake, who had 
congregated to take part in a ceremony locally known 
as hunting the stag,’ but which, in common parlance, 
consists in carrying out the effigy of a man, who has 
been known to violate the saucuity of a neighbour's 
household. The Chileworthy brass band was also pre- 
sent, the man Bodenner being one of the players. The 
public-house the Rising Sun, at Latchiey, wes filled 
with visiters, amongst whom were Piper aud Buodeaaer, 
who had not been in each other's company long before 
the old grievance was revived, and atter a blow or two 
nad been struck they agreed to adjourn to a field close 
by, aud there fight it out. This was about ten o'clock 
ia the evening. About 200 men were present when 
the fight touk place, which lasted for nearly one hour 
and forty minutes, and Bodenver was evidentiy getting 
the best of it. A farmer called Stephens, on whose 
ground the encounter occurred, intertered to stay the 
battle; he, however, was met with considerable abuse, 
and was threatened by several persons, “if he inter- 
ered any more he would be knocked down.” Acoord- 
ing to his statement, the poor teliows were evidently 
delighted with the prospect of being „ bui 
they were urged on by their brutal companions, anu 
the fight was continued, After a time Bodenner re- 
veived a blow trom Piper which knocked him down, 
and he fell on a heap of stones, and was 60 soverely 
injured that though he endeavoured to rise he was 
unable to do so. He was removed to the Rising Sun 
and was shortly afterwards taken home by nis father 
and mother, who reside at Alston, but he died betore 
reaching it, Eiper was also severely punished, being 
unable to see, and his face otherwise maltreated, He, 
however, was able to go to his house, and on Sunday 
morning he was arrested.— Western Morning News.

Theis 
firet sitting was at Penrith, where they directed their 
attention to the state of the breeding grounds in the 
rivers Eamont and Eten, their capabiities, and the um- 
pediments offered to the run of salmon by mill-weirs, 
and the pullution ofthe river. The commissiovers sat 
at Carlisle on Monday and Tuesday, where a great dea! 
of evidence was given as to the past and present state 
uf the salmon fisheries of the Sulway Frith and its 
tributary rivers, the Kien and K-k. ‘ihe chairman, in 
opening the proceedings, referred to the object of the 
present inquires iow the samen fisheries of Kogiand 
and Wales, which were made witha view to increase 
che supply of that valuable artivie of tood fur the 
benefit of the pubic.” He contrasted the small supply 
of salmon affurded by tne English fisheries with the 
productive fisheries of Ireland aud Scotland, and said 
that the principal barriers in all the rivers they had 
visited hai been millweirs, and the total neglect of the 
breeding grounds by the proprietors of rivers. A great 
many witnesses were examined, all of whom spoke to a 
great failing off of salmon in the Bolway Frith, It was 
shown that about 50 years ego salmva were a hundred 
times more plentiful than at present. Is theo was sold 
in Carlisle market at id or 3d per Ib. of the 
witnesses attributed this deterioration of the fisheries to 
the use ol the stake~nets upon the seashore, and to the 
use of too emalla mesh at certain times of the year in 
the rivers.

Exriosion or 4 Locomotives st Kino’s-cross.—A 
serious accident took place on Thursday morning at 
King’s-cross. An engine, belonging to Mr. Jay, the 
contractor for the Metropolitan Railway, and employed 
by him asa ballast engine, exploded within the premises 
ut the Great Northern Company, and not only killed two 
men, the driver and fireman, upon the spot, but injured 
three others, one so seriously that he is not expected 
to live. To comprehend the accident thoroughly the 
reader must uoderstand that the uo und Metro- 
politan Kailway is connected with the Great Northern 
by an inclined tunnel, the branch leading to which turns 
off to the left from the arrival line of the Great 
Northern within fifty yards from the great glass sheds 
of the terminus. The branch line inclines dowowards 
for about 70 or 80 yards, and then enters a tunnel 
passing under the York-road. This morning, at a little 

before ten o'clock, the engine, whose remains now lay 
scattered about the station, with a tender, was standing 
at about 20 yards from the mouth of the tunnel, waiting 


for the signal to enter it, when it suddenly exploded 
with feartul violence. The greater ion of the engine 
was blown for warde a coasiderable , and flung on 
its side, the tender was drived backwards into the tun- 
nel while torn fragments of the boiler plates and tubes 
flew about in all directions, and the fuanel of the engine 
was shot over the high wall of the station into the 
York-road. The men meanwhile who had charge of the 
eugine were both killed. Une ol them we were assured 
was blown completely over a train of carriages standing 
two lines off; the other barled violently back against 
the brick work at the tuanei’s mouth, and instantly killed, 
It is difficult when eyewitnesses still excited by the 
shock of the accident give various accounts, to learn its de- 
tails precisely; but, jadging from all we have ascertained, 
it appears to have happened as nearly ns possible in the 
manoer described ; while the bent and broken pipes, 
plates, and fire-bars, the remains of the engine 
lying across the line, twenty feet from the point where, 
irom the state of the line, it is evident that the explo- 
sion occurred—above ali, the blood-stained clay and 
crimsomed pools of water, leave no doubt as to the evi- 
dence of the accident, and its disastrous results.
